Temporary Waiver of Requirement to Renew NJRC-Issued Licenses for 2020

Out of an abundance of caution and in order to minimize person-to-person
contact during the covid-19 outbreak where possible, the New Jersey Racing
Commission is hereby granting a temporary waiver of the requirement that NJRC-
issued licenses be renewed for calendar year 2020. This waiver applies to all
persons who held a NJRC-issued license in 2019, who are in good standing and
would otherwise be eligible to obtain the renewal of that license for 2020. Persons
meeting these requirements will be allowed to participate in racing in New Jersey
through April 13, 2020 without applying to renew that license and/or updating
their fingerprints, if due. All persons who qualify for the waiver will be required to
file an application for a 2020 NJRC-issued license, pay the applicable renewal fee(s)
and provide updated fingerprints, if due, by April 14, 2020.
